Death of the Leader of the Fenian Invasion 
of 1800 -Sketoh of hin Cnuroore His Part 
in the Campaign ou the Niagara Fron. 
ther, 


Tho death of General O'Neil (a leader 
in the Fenian invasion of Canada in 1866) 
recalls « stirring period in our history, Tho 
Globe says Throughout tho carlier 
months of 1866 Caradu was subject to 
periodical alarins and exaggerated rumors 
of Fenian activity acroas the border. It 
perhaps was not felt at any time that any 
real national peril existed, but stflicient of 
what was illogal was genorally accepted as 
true to cause no small aniount #f anxioty 
and Vigilanes throughout tho vountry. In 
the latter part of May preparations were 
made for ® number of simultaneous attacks 
ou Canada. One expedition was direvted 
against the Lake Huron frontior, and was 
alleged to be supplied by Detroit, Chicago 
aud othor western cities. “A second expe- 
dition Was to organize at Rochoster and 
Buffalo, and cross the Niagara River. A 
third was to’come from New York and the 
eastern cities,cross the St, Lawrence at Og- 
densburg, destroy communication betwee 
Eastorn and Westérn Canada at Prescott, 
und advance on the capital, while the right 
wing of the invading forco was to ‘plunder 
the frontier settlements of the enstern 
townships. | To/a large extent those dlabor- 
ate plans failed of ‘fruition. An attack, | 
however, was made on the Niagara front- | 
ier, as all’ Canada well remeinbers, Karly 
in the morning of Friday, June 1st, somo} 
1,200 or 1,400 of the invaders under the | 
command of *Genoral’’ O'Neil» crossed 
from Black Rock and took possession of 
Fort Erie. Karly on Saturday morning 
O Neil advanced ten miles to the south- 
westward and halted under cover of some 
woods at Limeridge, near Ridgeway. Here 
the enemy was unexpectedly encountered | 
by Ool, Booker’s force the next day, and 
alter a sharp skirmish the Qanadians’ were 
forced to retire in good order, defended by 
the Queen's Own and Thirteenth Batallion, 
whiolv naintained a cool and steady fire on 
the advancing enemy. In this unfortunate 


skirmish seven Toronto volunteors were 
killed and four officers and nineteen men 
wounded. Col. Dennis in the nieantinie 
occupied Fort Erie and captured the Fen- 
ian guard of seventy men, but his force of 
sixty men was afterward overpowered by 
O'Neil’s command, forty of them captured 
and thirteen wounded. ‘General’ O'Neil 
had now partially discovered the true mag- 
nitade of the task he had undertaken, how- 
ever, and during the night he ordered back | 
his reinforcements, and with the bulk of | 
his force escaped across the river, leaving 
his own pickets, his Canadian prisoners } 
and the dead and wounded behind him. 
In reference to the battle at Ridgeway and | 
the part played by ‘General’ O'Neil, the 
Globe of Atonday June 4th, 1866, says : 

** About half-past 2. the Fenians fired a 
general volley, and General O'Neil ordered 
a charge with fixed bayonets. With a wild 
cheer, which was rung out again from the 
opposite shore, the Fenians dashed down 
with their bayonets fixed,, Col. Dennis 
called on his men to prepare to receive the 
enemy. Having fired a couple of volleys, 
the volunteers went under cover of the! 
houses, which are thickly clustered ardund 
the wharf. But here the ‘troops became 
scattered, and ima few minutes. they at- 
tempted to retreat, but the movement end- 
ed in a general ran, The Fenians: follow- 
ed firing rapidly for about a mile, and the 
volunteers returned the fire, and then ran 
along the river road and into the woods. 
By 3. o'clock the field was in possession of 
the Fenians.” 

A Buffalo despatch which appeared iu 
the Globe of the same date says : 

‘Tho Fenians who escaped from Fort 
Erie this morning were captured when | 
midway of the’ channel. The tug Harri- 
son, under the command of Acting Master 
Morris, of the steamer Michigan, ordered 
them to haul alongside, and the order not 
being promptly obeyed was repeated, with 
threats to sink thein if not immediately 
cohiptied with: Col. O'Neil then sur- 
rendered his command tothe United States 
anthorities.” 

In the Globe of Thursday,June 7th, 1866, 
the following Detroit despatch appeared : 

“GENERAL ORDER No, 13, 
** Headquarters Fenian Brotherhood, 
**706 Broadway, New York, June 4, 

**Col. John O'Neil, of the Irish Repub- 
lican army, is hereby promoted to the rank 
of brigadier goneral for the yallantand able 
manner in which he handled the troops un- 
der his command, aad for routing double 
the number of British troops at the battle 
of Limestone Ridge, Upper Canada, onJunoe 

Ist, 1866. 

**The thanks and gratitude of the Irish 
poople are hereby tondored to General John 
O'Neil, to Colonels Starr, Bailey and O'Bri- 
on, and the gallant oflicers and soldiers un- 
dor their command, who in all their ongage- 
ments with the foo have been victorious. 
and go nobly upheld the honor of their race 
and flag. : 

** By order of the President,"’ 

In the Globe of the samo dato this des- 
patch from Buffalo appears ‘

“At the astronomical observatory of 
Borlin,” says a translation from Nya Pr 
sen Helsingfor, “a disc overy has lately been 
made which, without doubt, will cause the 
greatest sensation, not only amongst the 
adepts in science; but even amongst the 
learned, | Professor Blendmana, in 
that city, has found, beyond a doubt, that 
our old friond, the noon, is nota mere 
Jantern which kindly furnishes light for the 
loving youth and yas companies of our 
planet, but the abode of living, intelligent 
beings, for which ho is prepared to furnish 
prool most convincing.

it has now been proved to be correct, By 
accident Dr. Blendmann found that tho 
observations of the moon gave but vory 


unsatisfactory resulta, owing to the intens- 
ity of the light power of the moon's atmos- 
phere, which is so strong that it affects the 
correctness of the observations in a very 
high degree. He then conceived the idea 
to mnake the objoct-glass of the refractor 
less sensitive to the rays of light, and for 
this purpose he darkened it with the smoke 
of camphor. It took months of experi- 
menting before he succeeded in finding the 
right degree of obscurity of the glass, and 
when finally found he then with the re- 
fractor took # very accurate photo of the 
moon's surface.. This he placed in a sun 
microscope, which gaye the picture a diamo- 
ter of fifty-five and a half feet, Tho re- 
velation was most startling. It perfectly 
overturned all hitherto entertained ideas 
of the moon’s surface. Those leyel plains 
which formerly were held to be oceans of 
wator proved to be yerdant fields,and what 
formerly were considered mountains turn- 
ed out as deserts of sand and oceans of 
water. Towns and habitations of all kinds 
were plainly discernible, as well as signs 
of industry and traflic, ‘The learned: pro- 
fessor’s study and observations of old Luna 
will be repeated every full moon when the 
sky is clear.”

SOME THOUGHTS BUGUBRATED By 
VERSARY OF THAT 
GOTTEN CAMIAIGN= 
DEAD ON THE 
conpuer

THOUSANDS OF MEN 
BATTLEFIELD —QuULER 


Seventy-two years ugo last Monday, Na- 
poleon inounted his creani-colored liorae 
and left the Kremlin, and the retreat from 
Moscow waa begun. Ofall the blunders 
in that campaign the greatest blunder was 
the campaign itself, Napoleon admitted 
at St. Helena that it was uprovoked, A}l 
the charges that. he madé against Alexand- 
er wore mere pretexts. The war was be- 
gun 1n wantonness and ended in disaster; 
the most stupendous. Napoleon was one 
of those whoin elevation spoils. From the 
time when he assumed the crown he had 
been finsufferably vain and insufferably 
overbearing and insolent, He cou,d not 
brook advice. To a military objection of- 
fered by one of his marslials his answer was 
a storm of curse#and obscenity. If it was 
suggested that it would be immensely diffi 
cult to subsist a large army ina country so 
sterile and so ill supplied with water as 
Russia, he replied on/y with oaths and filth. 
He seemed to think that a tempest of im- 
perial profanity would intimidate the ele- 
ments, In June, 1812, Napoleon’s armies 
comprised more than 1,150,000 men. He 
led nearly 500,000 across the Niemen. How 
many returned? It is conceded by wilitary 
critics that the campaigm was feebly man- 
aged. Napoleon's mind seems to have 
been constantly lethargic. Besides’ he 
seoms to have been almost incapable of 
coming to a decision, But lethargy andin- 
decision were not vices of Napoleon's ear- 
lier career. 

The next day after the battle ‘of Smo- 
lensk a battle was fought at Valutino, a 
Village three miles from Smolensk. It was 
a battle of such importance thut it left 10,- 
000 French troops on the field dead and 
wounded. The ciroumstahces were such 
that it was Napoleon's duty tg be on the 
field. Yet, though he listened from dawn 
of day to the roar of artillery, and though 
he could have galloped to the field in thirty 
tninutos, this greatest of military leaders 
stayed away. This is surely queer conduct 
in the general of an invading army. 

In the battle of Borodino the Russian 
army occupied a position withina mile or 
so of the unfordable River Moskwa, and 
nerrly parallel with it, its right resting on 
alittle stream named Kolotcha, having 
high banks and emptying into the Moskwa 
at nearly right angles, Kutusof, with his 
back tothe Moskwa, had 120,000. Napoleon 
in his front, and of course further from 
the river, had 130,000. The battle began 
at daybreak. Nupoleon took a position in 
the rear of his centre and spent most of 
the day waiking to and fro with his hands 
behind his back. About ten o'clock Murat 
and Ney, having by terrible fighting 
driven back Kutusoff’s left wing and got 
it into an awkard position, joined in a 
message to Napoleon saying that if he would 
send them reiforcements they could drive 
theenemy back to the angle of the riversand 
capture the entire army. Napoleon re- 
fused and eyen failed to go himself and in- 
spect the field, Kutusotf soon recovered, 
and the opportunity was lost. Again at 3 
P. m, the same marshals jointly reported a 
ike advantage, asked immediate’ reinforee- 
ments aud promised alike result. The 
Emperorquestioned dnd Uoubtedand dawdl- 
ed and finally consented to send reinforce- 
ments, but was so slow, whetlier purposely 
or not, that again the opportunity was 
lost. What was the, consequence? Boro- 
dino wasa drawn battle. ‘True, Napoleon 
gained a technical victory in the fact that 
Kutusoff resumed his march, But a techni- 
cal victory, especially to an invading ariny, 
isa sorry thing, The carnage on both 
sides was awful. At least 80,000 nion 
lay upon the field: Napoleon's admirers 
apologized for his admitted feeble manage- 
ment on that day by saying that he was 
sick, He was not sick. He had a bad 
cold, but. no mah, merchant, lawyer, far- 
mer or mechanic, stops’ work or calls him- 
self sick for a bad cold. The Emperor 
was up and commanding the army all day.

Thestatement that he 
was sick is an afterthought. 

After he occupied Moscow his behavior 
showed pusillanimity.” Haughty,overbear- 
ing and insolent as he had before beon, he 
has the meanness to make advances to 
Alexander for peace, He begs. In return 
he is snubbed. October 13, snow fell. 
Again he begs and again is snubbed. He 
is irresolute, The case calls for instant de- 
cision. He does not decide. Every day 
that passes is a day full of threats, of un- 
imaginable horror to his army. Never he- 
fore was there a more pressing duty for 
prompt decision anc rompt action, 
Napoleon sits in the Kremlin mbody,angry, 
finding fault with everybody and over- 

wholming with curses all who came ‘near 
him. «The burning of Moscow ceased on 
the 19th of September. Napoleon during 
tho days when the conflagration was going 
on had leisure to reflect and to advise with 
his marshals, On September 20 he should 
have decided. In the terrible strait to 
which his insane and wicked ambition had 
| brought him, to ox pect anything from Alex- 
nuder was idiotic. If he had begun his re- 
treat on September 20 he would have saved 
hisarmy, But, surrounded by porils more 
terrible than over before menaced a mili- 
tary chief, he spent one whole month in 
irresolution and inaction. Tho horrors of 
the retreat cannot now be recounted. But 

it is worth while to add that though the 
attacks of the enemy were upon tho roar 
guard, Napoleon, instoad of being constant- 
ly there to enforee discipline, encourage 
his truops and direct the battle, was con- 
stantly miles ahead in the contre of tho 
army, and riding ina carriage with a fat 
man on each side to lond him warmth—st,

toiral’’ class in our NAVY) Was successfully 
launched at Chatham on Wodnoaday. Now 
that the condition of the British navy ia 
commanding most sorious attontion, the 
addition of. the Rednoy to our naval 
strongth is especially satisfactory, Tho 
event indicates the progrese that jo boing

made in this class of frat-class armour clad 
vossels which sev ovally 
hames, famous in tho 
nation Tho five sister bhipa of the Rod 
ney aro the Collingwood, the Howe. the 
Camperdown, the Benbow, and the Anson 
The Rodney was preceded by the Colling 
wood, cominenced ut Pembroke more than 
four years wilco, and Jnunched in Novem 
ber, 1882. Tho displacemont of the Rodd- 
noy 18 1,600 tons, aud the engines of 7,500 
horse power, will realize a speed of fifteen 
knots, 

The aruiament of the ship consists of 
four 124-inch breechloadors, and several! 
machine guns. The ship is constructed 
steel and has two screw propollors, 
andthe armor is wrought of compound 
plate 18 inches thick, The two bar 
hette towers aro polygonal in form, ther 
armor being onthe slope. The tmuzzlex 
of the guns will be always visible over the 
odge of the barbette, but the breech end 
will drop below the summit cduriiy Wading, 
which will be performed under cover. ‘Pho 
broadside guns will not be protected by ar- 
mor, but will be shielded from a raking 
fire by 4 massive armored screen extond 
ing from the barbette towers to the side of 
tho ship. An under-water deck of ateol 
will afford. protection to the citadel fore 
and aft, and there will be armored commu- 
nication between the barbettes and the 
protected part of the ship below. An ar- 
mored bolt will shield the water-line in the 
central part of the vessel. The ships of the 
** Adiniral” class will have no sails, a mili- 
tary pole-mast alone being carried for Big- 
nals and for working the Nordenfolt guns. 
The squadron of ‘*Admirals” will be costly. 
The energetic efforts of foreign powers must 
at last awaken those who are responsible 
forthe state of the British navy. Thore 
must be no false economy, no delay or loth- 
argy. When the entire squadron of ‘* Ad- 
mirals’’ is ready for the pennant, they will 
constitute merely a portion of the float that 
must be afloat in the near future. Recent 
experiments have proved that invulnerabil- 
ity is a chimera, as modern artillery has 
pierced and broken the tliickest plates. _Des- 
pite all these results, the necessity to keep 
** pegging away” is imperative. The Italia, 
Lepanto, Dandolo and Duilio could “ drive 
our Admirals off the water, or sink them 
in battle,” but the knowledge of the vast 
power of those vessels belonging to tho 
Italian government will not prévent the 
construction of the six barbette ships. The 
Duilio carcies four 100-ton guus behind 22 
inches of armor, The Benbow is intend- 
ed to carry two 17-inch 100-ton guns in 
each barbette, and ten Ginch guns on the 
broadside, the armor being 18 inches thick 
in the centre belt, 12 inches on the bar- 
bette towers and six inclies on the trans- 
verse screens. The two great guns to bé 
carried in the Benbow, oe in each barbetto 
will possibly exceed tho specified weight of 
100 tons each. | ‘Phe French will,we are re- 
niinded, soon have,in ‘the Admiral Baudin, 
the Requin, the Formidable, the Caiman, 
the Indomptable and the Terrible,"a _first- 
class squadron with which our ** Admirals” 
would be unequally matched.

Sixteon Veople Crashed to Doath—VFalse 
Alarm Giron by » Dismissed Employer, 


Lonpon, Noy. 2.—The ex-omployee of the 
Glasgow Star theatre, who is under arrest on 
the charge of starting the fatal panic in that 
house last night, isa workinan named Turner 
and was born in Muntreal. 

Grascow, Nov, 1.—A 
evening at the Star theatro, caused by a cry of 
fire being rained. The performance had procoed- 
ed without intorruption uotil nine o'elovk, when

some person shouted tire. The whole andience 
rose to their feet and mado a rush for the doors, 
The mass of poople wh occupied the pit met the 
crowd deconding the stairs from the galleries 
and a fearful block onsued. Loud cries of dis- 
tress and shouts for help arose from the 
PANIC STRICKEN AND BCRUGGIANG PEOPLE 

The crowd was sdjured by the officers of the 
theatre and the police to back, but the 
warnings and appoals were ouheeded. The 
crowd frantically rushed toward the outlete, 
trampling and jumping over each other until 
they reached tho street. When the theatre was 
finally cleared 16 corpses were found on the stairs 
leading from the gallery and 12 persons badly in- 
jured. The only evidence that life was not ~xtinct 
waa their piteous moaning. The whole fire brigade, 
with the police, did their utmost to allay the 
panic and rescue the crushed yictiins, but they 
ware too late to be of effective service. The 
ambulance corps conyeyed away the victims, 
living, but wounded, with the dead, so mixed 
that it was almost impossible to recognise them 
after arrivalat the infirmary, It was subse- 
quently learned that the author of the cry of fire 
was a former employe, Who was dismissed, The

ANOTHER ACCOUNT 
says the alarm arose while a trepeze performor 
was taking a dive from the ceiling to a net hang- 
jug in mid air. Oneof the audience shouted

A TERRIBLE SCENE, 

The scene on the staircase ix described as 
terrible. Tho steps were strewn with ribbons, 
hats, and shawls. Tho victims were first suffo" 
cated and then trampled td death. The panic 
lasted fifteen minutes, The authorities had dis- 
approved of tle means of exit, and it was con- 
templated to construct an additional exit from 
the gallery. The ecéne Witnessed when the re- 
latives identified the dead was most affecting, 
Among the victims Were eight females.

They base 
this opinion on the theory that. waves of 
ex pansidn and depression follow one another 
at exact and regular intervals of ten years. 
Inasinueh then as & depression which com- 
meneed in 1874, continued unabated until 
1879, théyargue that a period of from 1884 
to 1889 will be one of. depression too. But 
it is dangerous to draw a wide deduction 
from a narrow basis of facts. Periods of re 
rulsion and expansion are not subject to 
absolute cycles of ten years. In Canada,no 
such rale been observed. Going back 
by three periods of ten yoara each, wo come 
to the year 1854. For three years after 
1854 there was in Canada a conatant ox- 
pansion and inflation. The height of the 
wave was reached inthe spring of 1857. 
Ui the ten years cycle theory is absolute 
and unc ble, our next three years in 
Canada should be years of boon and ox 
pansion, instead of deepening  deprossion 
as abr eaaaeotod. The heavy revulsion 
of 1857 was not succeeded by another in 
1867, OR the contrary that year and suc- 
coeding Ones wero years of study growth 
and quiet expansion, reaching its culmin- 
ating point in 1873. “Then camo a change, 
uot in the way of violent and disastrous ro- 
Tulsion, but # steady and continuous deep- 
ening reaction. All of which shows that it 
is not by periods sf ton yoars that businces 
taovements are to bo measured in Canada. 
‘There is a tendency undoubtedly to. alter- 
pate waves of expansion and depression. 
But whether these shall be in periods of 
five or ten or fifteen years depends on a 
Yariety of circumstances,and unless wo can 
foresoo the circumstances, it is not safe to 
aby nF Revulsions followed ono another 
in England at periods of ten years, from 
1825 to 1866, but there has been no revul- 


sion since, though there has been depres- 
sion. 


The Monetary Times is, if nota free 
trader, something closely akin thereto, 
hence ite opinion that the principle of in- 
cidental protection in our tariff has been 
carried outin somio particulars to an ob- 
jectionable extent. We of course disagree 
With that portion of our contemporary’s 
article.

“Behold Him, In not that sulfering enough ? 
What do you want more?” But instead of being 
satistied the peoyle felt that if Pilate yielded in 
vhe thing he would yield in more, and so the 
cried, ** Let Him be crucified.” And so he did. 
You can imagine Vilate in exile, stung by the 
thought of his crimes—and they were many. 
‘This was the darkest of thow all. Lmagine him 
in exite. Imagine him in the world of spirits, 
wandermg about in the region of the damned, 
iputtering to himself, ‘What shall Ido with Je 
sus? What shall I do with Jesus?’ After thus 
powerfully depicting the scene of Jesus’ con- 
demufiation, the preacher went on td apply the 
to his hearvrs. Suddenly chanzing his 
voice and leaning upon the desk, he said im 
pressively, * Jesus is brought before every one 
of us for Judgment. You have had special ser 
vice here, You have had wonderfal gatherings 
in this spot of exceeding beauty—in this fercipla 
of nature where God speaks to us from these 
lofty trees and from that wide silver lake. Now 
the question with all must be ‘ What shall I do 
with Jexus?” You too must form an opinion of 
Hin, What do you think of His person? Do you 
think of Him as God's own Son? What are His 
clauos? Jesus was once acknowledged Kiny of 
human hearts, and your opinion must be, if you 
are Christians even in outward form, that He is 
King and Saviour and Lord of wen,’ Then 
what will you do with Him? You cannot 
evade the question. You cannot transfer it: 
Your priest or pastor or friend cannot answer 
it for you. There are three answers for you 
to choosé from, just ns there were with Pilate. 
First, is to acknowledge Him, In enthusias- 
tic and exultant voice, and with eloquent 
words the preacher gave this as his answer, 
declaring that as Saviour, Teacher, Example, 
and King, he would accept, follow aud glorify 
Christ, aud call upon all who would do the same 
to stand up. The great majority of the people 
rose with cries ‘we will.” Now,said the preach- 
er, I will speak to the rest! What will you'do 
with Him? He asked with all the earnestness 
of utterance and of word ‘* You," which was. al- 
most more than emphasi¢, do you feel you ought 
to acknowledge Hin? But perhaps, as with 
Pilate, there Was some difficulty in’ tle way? 
Perhaps there is some emperor whose favor you 
want to keep. Youthink, perbaps, if you camo 
out as a regular Methodist thata rich Theed of 
youre won't like it. Perhaps, you say, “ 
ave certaih companions ; if 1 serve Jesus I will 
have to give them up, and I don't want to do 
that." Perhaps you say, ‘There are certain 
habits have Formed thet I accept Christ I will 
haye.to give them up, and that will be. like 
plucking out my right eye, or cutting off my 
right hand.” Perhaps it is that you have cer- 
tain pleasures you don't want to deprive your- 
I will by and by, you say, butI can- 
notspare time at present. Another says, ‘I 
like to take things easy and I don’t care to bother 
myself about thesé religions matters.” What 
will yordo’ Then crucify Him! That is the 
thing to do. If you cannot do one thing, do the 
other. Some doit, Some wilfully deny Him, 
trying te make outthat he was an impostor. 
How many there are who fear the  Chmstian 
name, who do that in. their lives. Are there 
not some hearts trying toliveas if there was 
ne Christ? If you get a person whom you 
know out of your heart, he is dead so far as 
you.are concerned. Supposing it were found 
that there had boen no Christ, that the Gospel 
we have been preaching was alla lie, are there 
not many whose lives would not be changed at 
all? Christ is not.in their hearts, and so far as 
they are concerned He is dead, and they are 
thus guilty of His death, After His death

Nrw York, Nov, 6,—The Sun says: Care- 
fully revised returns received every day increase 
Cleveland's plurality in the State to 1,361. This 
morning makes Cleveland's plurality in the 
State 1,206. It says, the returns collected by 
the Sun from every County in the State have 
from the first indicated a sinall plurality for 
Cleveland, and while this has been slowly cut 
down, as corrected figures have reached us, it 
seems now to have reached a point where com- 
paratively little change is likely to be made by 
further revision. We have had special returns 
telegraphed from every County inthe State 
several times over, and in many cases after cor- 
rections were made the same figures have come 
to us froin the same County again and again. 
But few revised returns were received yester- 
day, because in nearlyall the counties there was no 
change to be made in the figures sent on Thurs- 
day, Whilethe Associated Press returns from the 
election districts appear to vary considerably 
from the figures we have obtained and to give 
some countenance to the claim of the Re publi- 
can National Committee that Blaine has carried 
the State by a very small pluralty, yet we have 
#0 far been unable to discover any reason for ex" 
pecting any material change in the result as 
shown by our own carefully collected returns. 
The Sun collects the returns by methods of its 
own, which differ entirely from those of the As- 
sociated Press, and it believes in the superiority 
of its Own system because it has stood the test 
of experience.

The Times’ Wheeling despatch says Cleveland 
has a plurality of 4,500 in West Virginia.

Mr. David Young's Haporionoce Among the 
Kelles of the Mound Bullders, 


Mr. David Young returned from Fort 
Francis last evening, having beon ona 
pleasure trip, as well as on an investigat 
lng tour as to the contents of ‘the mdian 

| mounds on Rainy River, During last win 
tor Mr. Young opened’ a mound on Lake 
Winder, in the northorn part of the evor- 


glades of Florida, and he has since been 
Anxious to compare the contonts of the 
southern mound with that of those in the 
far Northwest—the extreme south with 
the extreme north. The mound first ex- 
amined was that opened by Prof. Bryce 
during the summer, and where the first 


whole cup or vase of baked carthonware 
was discovered. Tho time was limited,and 
only a few hours could be given (and those 
during the night) to examine the mound. 
Accordingly a nuinber of men were placed 
at work, and the scene was indeed a pe- 
culiar one, Thee large fires were lighted 
to give livht, ns woll as heat, and in the 
flickering light it scemed us if a number 
were at work unearthing the 
dead, At last the form of a man was found 
in the usuffl sitting position, with the arms 
crossed on the breast and facing the cast. 
The figure was entire, and pieces of pot- 
tery were beside him, as well us a large 
spear-head of granite. Many bones were 
found, but seemed as if buried promiscu- 
ously. Two large incisions were made by 
Mr. Growe, of the H. B. Co., Fort Fran- 
cis, last summer, resulting in the finding 
of a body in a sitting posture, encased 
in birch bark. Several smaller excavations 
have been made, but no really extensive 
exploration has been made of this mound. 
A rich find will be the reward of any one 
who will give the necessary time to 
thoroughly explore it—the largest as yet 
known on Rainy River. Later on a small- 
er mound in the vicinity was thoroughly 
opened, and in it were found bones and 
two vases, but on removing the vases they 
fell to pieces, Qn the west side was found 
askull, with the teeth perfect, but on 
touching it, the head fell to pieces. The 
circle, with some figures and the yases in 
the centre, but age had so far decayed 
them that no samples could be procured. 
Mr. A. ©, Lawson, of the Geological 
Survey, opened two mounds at the mouth 
of the Little American River, and found 
copper beads and utensils, as well as three 
white vases similar to those found by Prof. 
Bryce. On the Canadian side of the river 
there are any mounds, but the Indians 
will not allow them to be opened, claiming 
that those buried there were the victims of 
some dread diseaso, and if the mounds 
were opened that the same disease would 
at once carry off all the tribe. On the 
American side there are no resident In- 


dians, so that the mounds can be examined 
| at will. 


Mr. Young expressed a determin- 


ation to thoroughly explore some of the 


mounds in Florida this winter, and next 


summer to spend several weeks in examin- 


ing the mounds on Rainy River.—Winni

The question has been often asked ; 
‘How do soldiora feel whon in battle?” and 
and it is one dificult to answer. A long 
experience among veterans. in the ranks 
leads the writer to believe that the emotion 
experienced in going under fire ismuch the 
same with all the men, ‘To the raw recruit 
the crash of small arms and the roar of 
cannon were simply appalling ; he felt that 
he was going forward to certain death. 
With pale cheeks and clenched teeth he 
held his place, determined to do his duty as 
best he might. If very much excited he 
loaded his musket, and, forgetting to put 
on the necessary percussion cap, went 
through the motion of firing, only to ram a 
fresh cartridge on the top of the first one, 
when, for the first time using a cap,he was 
incontinently knocked down by the tre- 
mendous recoil of liis gun, and believed he 
was bally wounded. Instances are known 
where muskets haye been found on battle- 
fields containing six or seven cartridges, 
Finally, the green soldier discovers that he 
is not hurt, and that everybody does not 
get killed in an engagement, so ho regains 
confidence and passes successfully through 
his baptism of fire. 

To the veteran it is far different. He 
knows too well that every battle reduces the 
average chance of his escape, yet 6o habit- 
uated does he become to rattling fusilades 
and desperate charges, he scarcely heods 
the danger surrounding him. The shriek 
of the shells over his head, the buzz of the 
bullets past his car, are now. familiar 
sounds, aud,trusting to the chances of war, 
the infantryman fires rapidly with his 
musket or the artilleryman calmly rams 
home another charge of grape and canister 
as his battery opens at close range on an 
advancing body of the enemy. All men are 
naturally afraid of death, but the trained 
and experienced soldier learns to keep 
down that fear, and nonchalantly do what- 
eyeris required of him.—George I’, Williams.

h this chy finds itself, after tho sacri- 

fices it has made and the moneys it has 
yiven for independent railway connection, 
is,vory unsatisfactory. Woe gave generously 
aad liberally large sums of money, upon 
terms and conditions expressed in the By- 
laws making the grants, to secure to the 
city the control of tho road when built. 
Tho present Ontario Government, in spite 
of our inmost strenuous opposition, passod 
an Act whieh handed the road and our 
money over to the Grand Trunk, and we 
find ourselves, after all our efforts to bo 
free,bound hand and foot to that Company. 
We gave $175,000 principal and have paid 
tens of thousands of dollars for interest to 
improve our railway facilities, and now we 
can't get a passenger train to come down 
into the city. We were most particular to 
stipulate in our bonus By-laws that the 
road should be constructed from and to the 
water's edge, and the only return we got 
for it is the privilége of hearing the whistle 
vf the locomotive to stop or start the pas- 
senger train @ mile and a half away,and oc- 
cisionally a train of box or platform cars, 
o°a solitary engine tender first running at 
au unlawful rate of specd through the city, 
varying the monotony by cutting a boy 
int lwo or killing a respected citizen. 

We thought we had secured a station 
honse where farmers and others could 
ersily come and go, getting off and on the 
train in the centre of the city, at the mar- 
Kut square, and'we know, from tho short 
exporienes we had when the trains did run 
thete and what we see now, of the great 
bonofit it was to the city. We thought that 
trains would haye been started and run to 
accummodate first the trade of Bellevillo. 
But it was soon found that, under the un- 
just Act passed by the Ontario Legislature, 
the power was taken from us and Peter- 
b rough, which had not given a dollar to the 
road, was the fayored spot.

Beasts of the Soudan, 


The demand for animals for exhibition 
in Europe and civilized America has armed 
enterprising hunters with net and trap, and 
sont them tar into the wilds of unexplored 
Africa, The Soudan, a part of that con- 
tinent to which attention and eyen anxiety 
are now directed, has long been a hunting 
ground for the providers of the great deal- 
ers like Mr. Jamroch, whose repository at 
East end, London, has been so frequently 
described. The difficulty of catching some 
of the animals is very great. A hippopot- 
amus, for instance, may be netted; but he 
18 a very big ‘* fish” to land safe and well, 
to send over hundreds of miles of Soudan 
tracks, to ship sound and in good condition, 
and to land at a European port after a sea 
yoyage. The cost of such an undertaking 
18 very great, and not infrequently it is in- 
curred in vain, Delicate animals torn from 
the steaming swamps and ready thickets in 
which they delight are apt, after all the 
pains and risks of capturing them, to die 
upon their enslavérs’ hands, Perhaps the 
king of beasts is as hardy as any of his sub- 
jects; at least’ he suffers less “in captivity 
than the majority of them, if we may accept 
as proof the frequent leonine families which 
bring rejvicing to the zoological gardens of 
London and Dablin. So Keen is the pur- 
suit of genuine wild beasts in the Soudan 
and the regions adjoining, that within a 
very few years travellers have noted a re- 
markable falling off in big game, Between 
the sportsmen who go fully equipped for 
slaughter from this and other countries, the 
natives, now better armed than formerly, 
and the snarers who seek Jive specimens 
for Mr. Jamroach and his brethren, the 
monarchs of the desert and forest are hay- 
ing a hard time of it just now, and have 
little to thank steam for in bringing the 
white man into the heart of their fastness- 
os.— London Times.

The. project of political and commercial 
union between Canada and Jamaica was 
brought before'the Legislative Council of 
pr Ary colony on the 28th ult, by Mr. 
. m, its chief promoter, with tho re- 

sult that the proposal was iguominiously 
defeated by eight votes to one, and that 
one Mr. Solomon's own. For several weeks 
past tho Globs has been denouncing the Do 
minion Gorernment for being, it alleged, 
in favor of the project, and from timo to 
time it has favored its readers with long 
editorials, fairly, bristling with tigures, in 
which it was held that Canada would suffer 
great pecuniary loss, and suffer other sori- 
ous disadvantages from tho union, were it 
carried into effect. 

The flurry of the Grit organ over this 
matter has caused us no little amusement, 
because there never was any reason to sup- 
pose that the project was received with any 
favor by the Dominion Government, the 
recoption of the delegates who laid the 
matter before the authorities at Ottawa 
haying been of a decidedly unfavorable cha- 
racter. And so the Globe has been wasting 
its powder in firing at an imaginary enemy.

A Geneva Award Decision. 


The Alabama Claims Case Decided by the 
Supreme Court. 

Wasutneton, Nov, 10,—A decision was ren- 
dered in the Supreme Court to-day in the Al- 
abama claims case of the Great Western Insur- 
ance Company against the United states. This 
was a suit to recover 8300,635 with interest 
alleged to be due from the Geneva award 
fund, on account of war risks taken 
by the appellants upon vessels — de- 
stroyed by Confederate cruisers. The Court 
of Chaisas dismissed the appellants’ petition on 
the ground that it had no jurisdiction. The 
Supreme Court affirms the judgment, and holda 
that the Court of Claims was prohibited from 
taking jurisdiction by express statute, As to the 
merits of the controversy between the appellants 
and the United States arising out of the Geneva 
convention, the Court declines to Gsprese any 
opinion for the reason that a special tribunal 
has been called for the determination of such 
questions,

As to 
writs of mandamus or other extraordinary pro- 
ceedings, I cannot discover any need or excuse 
for them so far nor any justification for prolong- 
ing or haggling over the matter. Indeed, it 
seoms to me that anyone who geriously intended 
the various rumored attempts must have been 
imposed upon. As to the facts it will surprise 
me if all are not finally satisfied when they 
learn what seems already past doubt. It 
seems quite obvious that the State of New 
York has appointed electors favorable to Cleve- 
land and Hendricks andthe sooner the fact is 
accepted the better, it seems to me,it will be for 
the whole country,

Republican Expectations Disappolnted— 
very Effort made to Secure a Fair Count 
—New Jersey's nnd Florida's Vote—Re- 
publican Mlurality in Michigan. 


New Yous, Nov, 13.—The Zribune says the 
Democrats are now claiming a plurality in Now 
York and King’s County of 58,536. If this is

of the Rocky Mountains. Inthe Iattercase 
the diseased earanovershow thecharactoris 
ties of the healthy ones, but at first can be 
recognized by being more slender with the 
intersspaces botwoon the kornels and thoir 
ohafly covering more distinct. Soon those 
latter become black with a sooty, ‘powdery 
stibstance. antl all yestiges of the kernel dis- 
appour.|| In both cases the immeiiate 
agont in producing the effects observed, in 
afungus of low vegetable growth, living 
and developing at the expense of the 
wheat. But the intruders are capecially 
distinct, and. each has .its 
mod¢é oflife as well as kind of injury. 
In the #reat wheat regions of the Pacitic 
éoast, the first kind is by far.the most com- 
mon, and practical experience has dem- 
onstrated that washing the seed with ** biuc- 
stone” solution (sulphate of copper, or blue 
yitriol) prevents thebunt. The explanation 
is, that the minute spores of the fungus are 
attached to the wheat grains,and this troat- 
ment of the sood before sowing kills the 
spores. These latter aro somowhat viscid, 
an-are not likely to be carried by the air, 
lrencd the crop from the cleansed soed es- 
capes the injury. But itis probable that 
the smut spoken of by our correspondent is 
the latter kind, and for this the same treat- 
ment of the seed will have no effect. The 
powdery spores are readily disseminated in 
the.air, and being produced im immense 
numibars, some of them are likely to find 
lodgement upon the wheat plants at the 
time, and under the conditions favorable to 
their germination and growth. Though 
the young wheatplants"do not show the 
effects of the parasite deyeloping Withintlieir 
tissue untill ofter the heads **slioot,”’ still 
ifis'pretty certain’ that this-fungts always 
starts with the germinating grain,and lives 
continuously within the plant from spring 
(or pata until near harvest time. The 
sooty mass ut length produced is none other 
than the new crop of spores, or the ‘‘fruit"’ 
of the fungus.

as good as the Southern. Muskrat skins 
are obtained all through’ New York and 
Now England and the Middle States,as are 
black marten or skunk, Sea otter comes 
from the South. Lynx skins come mainly 
from Canada, very few being obtained in 
the United States. Seal skins,the most im- 
portant of all; are obtained in Alaska. They 
are packed in casks, about 60 to each, pick- 
led in salt, and shipped to London yia San 
Francisco and New York. 

London is the great fur 
world, and the great bulk of all skins are 
shipped there. There are. two largo sales 
of fars, one in October and one in March, 
at cach of which the skins are bought by 
agents, for American account. Many of the 
skius are shipped to London from this 
country and at the next sale bought for 
American account and shipped back, thus 
losing the freight charged: there being no 
duty on taw skins. ‘The only reuson for 
this is that London is the fur market and 
fur collectors will ship there. There is an 
additional reason for the shipment of seal 
skins to London. . The gray hairs of these 
skins hayo to. be carefully picked out, and 
the skins have to be dressed and dyed. 

The business of plucking, dressing, and 
dyeing has been long established in London, 
and is done much better than elsewhere. 
Thore are two or threo dyers in New York 
and one plucker. The. plucking is now 
done by machinery and not by hand as 
formerly. In time, the Americans will un- 
doubtedly be fully as able to dress and dye 
skins a8 the Euighsh. There are but few 
collectors of furs, or but few firms that deal 
in furs exclusively... In Boston there are 
only three such, What the catch of skins 
or furs will be this winter is problematical, 
though dealers think it will be a good one 
—Boston Commercial Bulletin.

Decadence of Teeth 


. 
tow Much of This in Due to Protostant- 
inmn. 


The decline and fall of American tooth 
cannot but fill the thoughtful patriot with 
alarm. The average quantity of original 
teoth owned by an American of the present 
“xeneration is 8 3-10,. Comparing this state 
of things with the teoth of the last gonora- 
tion, and assuming that the same rate of 
decadence will continue, we find that Amer- 
icans of the coming genoration will have 
no teoth whatever, 1t behoovesdentists to 
make hay while the sun shines, for the day 
whon dentists will have no employment ex- 
copt the manufacture and fitting of false 
tooth is close at hand. 

What is the matter with American teeth? 
It cannot be the climate, for the red men 
who haveinhabited this continent from time 
immemorial haye sound teeth, which defy 
all areas of depression, storm vortices, and 
other climatic eccentricities, It cannot be 
wholly the form of goyornment under which 
we live. Tho Romans and Italians of the 
middle age republics had excellent teeth, 
and the people of the oldest existing re- 
public in the world, that of San Marino, 
cannot fornish business enough to keep a 
single dentist from starvation. Whatever 
objections may. be made to republicanism, 
it 1s reasonably certain that it has no in- 
jurious effect upon the teeth. 

When, however, we come to consider the 
effect of religion upon the teeth we can find 
facts that serve to show that religion is 
not without its influence in hastening or 
retarding “the decay of teeth. As a 
broad, general proposition it may be safely 
asserted that Protestant teeth are inférior 
to Roman Catholic teeth. ‘The finest teeth 
in the civilized world are’ the Neapolitan 
teeth, and the Neapolitan is the most ex- 
cessive Roman Catholic in existence. ‘The 
Neapolitan colonists in this/city have teéth 
of the purest. white,. and of a, strength 
little, if any, inferior,to that of steel, Ex- 
periments tried with the beefsteak of 
American commerce and a Neapolitan of 
Mulberry street demonstrate that the Jat- 
ter can bite the steak with as much ease as 
the average American can bite a buck- 
wheat cake. In Spain and Portugal, 
among the French peasantry and the Roman 
Catholic Irishmen, sound teeth are the al- 
most universal rule,, Of itself this fact 
proves nothing, but when taken in compar- 
ison with the cotidition of Protestant teeth 
it is full of meaning. 

The teeth of Protestant’ Germany, 
Sweden and England are far inferior to the 
teeth of the countries above mentioned, 
They are, it is true, superior to the Ameri- 
can teeth, but they are on the downward 
road and are doomed to ultimate extinction. 
In this country, where Protestants are 
largely in the majority, the melancholy 
state of the rthtionial teeth is notorious,and 
the conclusion that Protestantisin is un- 
favorable to teeth seems inevitable. 

There are, itis true, exceptions to this 
rule. Calvinism seems to harden the 
enamel of the teeth, and evento favor 
their growth. Thus the Scotch Calvinists 
have uot only sound teeth, but they seem 
to have more teeth than they really need. 
The prevalence of genuine teeth in New 
England fifty years ago was undoubtedly 
due to the general belief in Calvinism, 
and just so far as this belief has disappear- 
ed New England tecth have apparently 
tried to disappear with it. On the other 
hand, ritualism in'the Anglican Church is 
obviously favorable to teeth, and earnést 
churchmen can point with pride to the 
conspicuous merit of the teeth of most of 
the ritualistic clergy. Possibly, the Catho- 
lic by his frequent fasts rests his teeth 
and gives them time to recuperate. Pos- 
sibly the, smoke of incense has a preserya- 
tive effect upon the enamel, or it may be 
that the absence of political sermons, which 
are so frequont conducive to grinding of 
the teeth on the part of dissatisfied hear- 
ers, has its share in preserying Catholic 
teeth from injury. Whatever may be its 
true explanation, the theory of a connec- 
tion -between religion and teeth is a very 
interesting ote, and certainly deserves to 
be thoroughly investigated, —Chicago Times. 


Some Facts in Raising Children.

It is especially true with regard to raising 
children, that ‘an ounge of, prevention is 
worth a pound of cure,” ‘

It is strange how some parents 
will work for their children ; how they will 
strive to give them an education and every 
advantage for the purpose of making them 
successful, and at the same time so neglect 
their training, that all they do for them 
does not begin to make up for the ill effects 
of their neglect. 

It is to be hoped that a fuller realization 
of the importance of the early training of 
children will soon be reached, That while 
other means of reforming mankind are re- 
ceiving so wmuch attention, this, the moat 
important, will not be entirely overlooked. 
It may be that women have a right to vote, 
and assist in carrying on the affairs of the 
Government. It may be that they have as 
much at heart the good of the country as 
men, and as much right to show their loy- 
alty as men, Yet it all seems rather un- 
called for, when itis considered what splen- 
did opportunities for being of use to the 
country woman has in the sphere of raising 
children, and how much room for improve- 
ment there is in this direction.

More Grit Purity. 


Judgment in the Algoma Case- The Jaudgos 
Disagree as to the Respondent's Guilt. 


(From the Mail.) 

The past week was one of tribulation for 
the Grit party. Four cases were decided 
in the election courts, in each of which 
corrupt practices were found to have been 
committed by members of that party. The 
judgment in the Algoma case, which was 
delivered on Saturday, furnishes a fitting 
capstone to the monument of corruption so 
rapidly erected. »Mr, Lyon, it is ‘true, es- 
capes for the time being the brand of dis- 
qualification, but he has little reason to 
congratulate himself thereon. Again the 
judges haye ‘disagreed, but the judgment 
of Mr. Justice’ Burton, who net 
altogether satisfied the evidence 
against the respondent, shows clearly the 
suspicion which he entertained. He held 
that the evidence would have been more 
than, sufficient to void the election had 
not Lyon craftily abandoned his seat ; 
that an investigation for the purpose of 
Yoiding the lection would probably have 
brought out additional evidence 
personal corruption ; that 
bribery had been practised by the Grit 
party; and that extraurdinary means had 
been resorted to to ‘keep it secret. He 
held that Manders’ evidence, even though 
uncorroborated, would have unseated Lyon, 
but that,as the trial had assumed the shape 
of a criminal investigation, corroboration 
was necessary, and that he was not able to 
discover it in the evidence.

The Afghan Frontior—Kobels Successfully

LBeruiy, Noy, 18.—The Congo Conference to- 
day discussed the freedom of trade and naviga- 
tion ofthe Conge, The Emperor has invited the 
delegates to dine at the palace on Saturday. 

Lonpon, Noy. 18.—At a meeting of the Con- 
servatives to-day it was decided to pass the 
Franchise Bill, provided the Government imine- 
diately produced a Redistribution Bill satisfac- 
tory to both parties. 

Lonpon, Noy, 18.—The police and marines 
reached the Isle of Skye and marched through 
the districte where there has been the most ser- 
ious disturbance, The Crofters remained in 
doors but displayed flags in token of their loyal- 
ty. No arrests. 

Caino, Nov. 18.—Dongola advices state that 
tho rebels returned in great force to Amderman, 
near Khartoum, 20 days ago, Gordon sent two 
steamers to shell them out, but the attempt was 
unsuccessful, The rebels returned the fire vig- 
orously with Krupp cannon, and with such oxe- 
cution that the paddle of one of the steamers 
was disabled.

Formal Judgment of Mr. Justice Armour. 


©The election court held last week at 
Napanee for the trial of the Dominion elec- 
tion petition adjourned till yesterday at 
Osgoode hall, and Mr. Justice Armour ac- 
cordingly sat at eleven o'clock yesterday.

Then I began to walk and to count my 
steps, sixty-two of which brought my right 
foot on to a road, which told mo I had 
reached my limit. I turned, counted back 
the sixty-two paces, and then sixty-five 
more in the saine direction before I found 
myself again off the pavement. My calcu- 
lations were yerified by my knowing that 
my house was vory nearly in the centro of 
the row. I was how quite at my ease; I 
had detérinined the length of my tether ; I 
could walk up and down the deserted street, 
yet, at any time I wished to do so, could, 
by counting from ocither end, arrest my 
steps in front of my abode. 

So, mightily proud of my success, for 

awhile I went up and down—up and down. 
I heard one or two cabs pass me, and also 
one or two persons) afoot, As these latter 
scomed to pay no/attention to mo, I felt 
glad to think that my appearance and> gait 
were not such as to attract notice.

1 began to 
think of'many things. and my thoughts 
were Rapper ones than 1 had known for 
months. I gave up counting my paces, I 
walked on and on, planning what I should 
do; where I should go when my darkness 
was removed. I donot know whether I may 
have at times guided myself by the wall or 
pavement edge ; but if so I did it mechani- 
cally and instinctively, without noticing 
the action or remembering it afterwards.

At the suggestion df Lieut Colonel Ross, | 


of the Goyernor General's Foot Guards, | 
the Governnient have agreed to issue hon- | 
orary servico badges to the members of the 
Canadian Militia force, and a general order 
will shortly be issued directing that every | 
militiaman who has seryed 3 consecutive 
years in any oné corps sliall be ontitled to 
wear one chevron on his sleeve. Those who 
sorve Six yoars will receive two chovrons, 
and three will be granted to every man 
sorving for nine consecutive yoars in the 
same battalion.

He that cometh from above is above all.—St. 
John iii, 31. 

The moeb—consyacuous*charncter of “history 
steps ont upon thé platform, © Tho finger which, 
diamonded with light,pointed down to Him from 
the Bethlehew sky was only a ratification of the 
finger of prophesy, the finger of genealogy, the 
finger of chronology, the figer of events—all five 
fingers pointing in one direction. Christ is the 
overtopping figure of all time.

The preamble of the Scott Act, assented 
to by the Governor-in-Countil, May 10th, 
1878, rocites that Whereas it is 
desirable to promote Temperance” in 
Dominion, and that thore should be uni 
form legislation in all the provinces re 
spocting tho traflic in intoxicating liquors, 

Therefore Her Majesty, by and with the 
adyico and consent of the Parliament and 
House of Commons of Canada, enacts 
follows 

The Act oun be cited ‘as the Canada 
Temperance Act of 1878, The expression 
“intoxicating liqnora” moans any and evory 
wine, and any or every combination of 
liquors or drinks that aré intoxicating. 
The word ** county” includes every town, 
township, parish aud other division or 
municipality, oxcopt a city within the ter- 
ritorial limits of the county and also a 
union of counties whore united for muni 

cipal purposes, 

Peririonrixc,—One fourth of the olectors 
in any city or county may potition the Goy- 
ernor-Geoneral in Council to havea vote 
taken upon the Act in such city or county. 
(Secs. 4 to 6.) Tho Governor-General in 
Council may then appoint a Returning Ofli- 
cer, fix a day for voting, and make all other 
necdful arrangements for the polling of 
votes. (Secs. 7 to 25. 

In Manitoba, electoral districts shall be 
considered counties for purposes of the Act, 
until such time as the province is organized 
into counties. (Secs. Act of 1879.) 

Vorinc.—The vote shall be taken by 
ballot (Sec. 9.) There shall bea polling 
place in each bolling sub-division of each 
municipalitp. (Sec. 13.) 

Very severe penalties are provided for 
any corrupt practices (Secs 64 to 70 and 81 
to 94) No treating of voters is allowed 
(Secs 79); and all places where liquor issold 
must be kept closed the whole of the day of 
voting. (Sec. 80), 

All electors who are entitled to yote at 
the election of a member for the House of 
Commons, have a right to vote on the 
Scott Act. (Sec. 12), 

Cominco 1nT0 Force.—Ifa majority of 
the votes poled are in favor of the Act, a 
proclamation will be issued, bringing it in- 
to force; but in countics whero licenses are 
in operation, it cannot come into force be- 
fore at least five months after the voting, 
nor until all licenses in force at the end of 
these five months have expired. (Sec. 96.) 
If no licenses are in force in a county, the 
Act may be brought into operation in that 
county after three months from the day of 
the vote adopting it. (Amending Act of 
1884.) 

Rereau.—lIf the Act is adopted it can- 
not be repealed for at least three years,nor 
urtil the repeal has been yoted upon and 
adopted by the electors. ‘If the Act be 
rejected or repealed it cannot be again vot- 
ed upon for three years. (Secs. 85 to 87.) 

Prouipirion.—From the day of the com- 
ing into force of tlhe Act in any county or 
city, and as long as it remains in force, no 
intoxicating liquor shall be sold in any 
mannef or under any pretext except in the 
cases hereinafter mentioned. (Sec. 09, 1—3. 

Wuoresaters.—Persons who arespecially 
licensed may sell liquor by wholesale ; but 
only in quantities of not less than ten gal- 
lons,or in case of ale or beer, eight gallons, 
and only to licensed druggists, or other 
wholesalers or to persons who they have 
good reasons to believe will carry it to,and 
have it consumed in some place where the 
Scott Act is notin force. (Secs. 5&6.) 

Producers of native wine made from 
grapes grown by themselves, may, when 
licensed, sell such wine to any person in 
quantities of not less than ten gallons, un- | 
less it be for sacramental or medicinal pur- 
poses, when they inay sell as small quantity 
as one gallon, 

Drvaorsts.—Licensed druggists may sell 
in quantities of not less than one pint. Not 
more than one druggist may be liconsed in 

\4 township, nor more than two in a town, 
and not more than one for every four thou- 
sand inhabitants in a city. Druggists are 
only allowed to sell liquor for medicinal or 
sacramental use, or for use in some bona side 
art, trade, or manufacture. Liquor can 
only be sold for sacrament, on a certificate 
signed by a clergyman ; for medicine, only 
| on a certificate signed by a medical man, 
| and for any other purpose only on cortificate 
signed by two Justices of the Poace. The 
licensed druggist must file ali these certiti- 
cates, must keep a full record of all the 
sales' he makes and report the sane to the 
} collector of Inland Revenue, (Sec.99, 3&4.) 

PeNALTIES.—The penalties for 
| sale are :— For the first offence a fine of not 
less than fifty dollars; for the second 
offenco a fine of not less than one hun- 
dred dollars, and for the third and cach 
| subsequent offence imprisonment for not 
more than two months, (See. 100.) 

Tho clerk or agent who sells for another 
person shall be held guilty as well as his 
| employer and shall be liablo to the same 

punishment. 

All liquor and all vessels containing 
liquor in respect to which offences have 
beon committed shall be forfeited. 

Procepuns.—Full directions are given 
as to modos of procedure and instructions 
as to the powers of all :porsons who havo 
authority ox, jurisdiction in regard to 
Offences against the Act. (Secs. 103, 109.) 

ENFORCEMENT. Any porson may be a 
prosecutor for a violation of the Act, (Soc. 
{ 101.) The collector of Inland Revenue is 

required to prosecute when ho has reason 
to believe that an offence has com 
mitted, 
| N. B.—Both the McCarthy Act and the 
Crooks Act provided for tho appoinment 
of Liconse Commissioners and Inspoctors 
in places where the Scott Actis in force, 
and provide that it shall be the duty of 
| those officers to see to ite enforcement,

Iminenso Deposit of Silver Takon from the 
Silver Mountain Mine; 


The excitement occasioned by tho Ye- 
markably rich find of silver on the moun- 
tain which now bears the name of the pre- 
cious motal, is without doubt unparalleled 
in the history of Canada.

At every step he was bit- 
terly opposed by the Liberals, who attempt- 
ed, just as they were attempting now with 
the Canadian Pacific railway, to identify 
the company with the Government so as to 
make the latter responsiblo for the man- 
agement of the railway. Coming to Con- 
federation, Mr. White referred to the 
circumstances which had led to it, and to 
the advocacy in Sir John’s address to the 
electors of Kingston in 1861, as a solution 
for oxisting constitutional troubles, of al- 
most the identical scheme which was after- 
wards introduced in the act of union, He 
sketched the measures which had since 
been adopted to consolidate the union, and 
pointed out that every one of thein had 
met with the opposition of the Liberal 
party, at least of the present leader of the 
Liberal party. The idea ambodied in the 
British North American Act was a united 
British North America. At first but four 
provinces were united, but Sir John Mac- 
donald never lost sight of the object to be 
obtained. The purchase of the Hudson's Bay 
Company’s rights in the North-west was the 
first great step, an act supported by Mr. 
Mackenzic, whoat that time led the party, but 
opposed by Mr. Blake, who sulkily left the 
House when the vote was taken. (Hear, 
hear.) The union of British Columbia, up 
to that time a Crown colony, was the next 
step. ‘Theso acquisitions involyed new re- 
sponsibilities, but the great Conservative 
loader did not shrink’ from them. The 
original union involved the construction of 
the Intercolonial railway, without which it 
could never haye been achieved. The de- 
velopment of the new territories to the 
west of Lake Superior, and the making of 
the union of British Columbia a union in 
fact as well as in namo, rendered it neces- 
sary that the old provinces should be con- 
nected with the Pacific by a railway. It 
was undoubtedly a serious undertaking, but 
provision was made for it, provision which, 
but for the bitter hostility of the Liberal 
party, would undoubtedly haye been 
successful, Standing, as they are to- 
day, onthe very threshhold of tho fact 
of a Pacific railway in full operation, the 
criticisms of the Opposition in relation to 


that project make strange reading. It is

By your kind permission, Mr. Editor, I 
will occupy the usual space this time with 
a few remarks on the fence question. I 
am inclined to this subject because I observe 


brour customs, and follow more reasonable 
examples, Allincorporated municipalities, 
especially of the pretensions of Belleville, 
have well defined By-laws regulating the 
running at large of horses, cattle, swine, 
&c. When the yearly expenditure for the 
preservation, improvement and einbellish- 
ment of streets and avenues amounts to a 
large sum, contributed by the ratepayers, 
it is an imposition to permit any person to 
make a pasture field of them, The object 
aimed at by corporate officials in these 
days is to enforce 
contribute most 

health, pleasure, and profit of the 
whole community. A city or town, to 
be healthy, must be kept clean, and this 
is impossible when the sanitary laws are 
defective or carelessly enforced. It certain- 
ly does not indicate taste or prudence to 
make a barn-yard of the public thorough- 
fares, even if the sanitary view is omit- 
ted. The consequence of this defect or 
neglect is the creation of barriers for the 
protection of yards and premises. So long 
as a danger threatens, so lung will pro- 
visions of safety be necessary. The citizens 
know that there is a by-law prohibiting 
the running at large of animals, fowls, &c., 
but they have no confidence in its enforce- 
ment. Asa means of self-defence they 
build high and unsightly fences about 
their premises, which not Only disfigure 
the city, but burden them with a 
heavy cost and responsibility. I am 
convinced that no man builds a yard-fence 
from choice, or because he considers such 
an addition necessary to complete the 
wsthetic design. Only the actual force of 
circumstances compels him to increase his 
expenditure that much. Now, this isa 
matter of growing importance. It is time 
some action was taken to remedy the ovil 
and secure ample protection to property. 
The city is certainly responsible for any 
damage that may be sustained from vagrant 
cattle, &c. Those who sutler loss from 
such a source should know where to look 
for compensation, Within the limits of 
the city’s corporation any person who 
prefers to have his premises unpro- 
tected by a costly or unsightly fence 
should be safe in indulging his pre- 
ference. But he is not safe. Cows, 
hogs, &c., have a wide range of freedom 
within the limits of Belleville, and it is 
sometimes a diflicult matter to prevent them 
doing serious damage to lawns and yards, 
A few spirited individuals have made an 
attempt to defy the depredators,and if they 
are supported as they should be, the near

THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Anestesmed correspondent suggests that, 
as the Public Health Act passed at the last 
session of the Ontario Logislature (Statutes 
of Ontario, 1884, pp. 123-146)imposes highily 
important duties on local Boards of Health 
and confers very extensive powers on those 
bodies, wo should publish the Act and draw 
attention to its provisions. As, howover, 
the Act covers twenty-three pages of tho 
Statutes, we cannot publish it in full, but 
as the public ought to bo possessed of as 
falla knowledge as possible of so important 
a law, we herowith present a summary of 
its provisions. — 

/ Tho Act is divided into three parts, the 

rstof which is preliminary; the second is 
devoted to local Boards of Health ; and the 
third defines the duties and powers of the 
Loca! Boards. 

Section 3 gives power to the Provincial 
Board of Health to make regulations for the 
prevention or mitigation of any formidable 
epidemic, endemic or contagious disease 
with which the province may be threaten- 
od.» They may provide for the cleansing 
ef streets, yards and outhouses by the local 
health authorities,or by the owners and oc- 
cupants of premises adjoining thereto, for 
the removal of nuisances;for the cleansing, 
purifying, ventilating and disinfecting of 
houses, churches, public buildings and places 
of assonibly, railway stations, steamboats, 
railway carriages and other public convey- 
ances; for regulating the entry and depart- 
nre.of-boats and vessels and the landing of 
cargoos fromtho same; for the safe and 
Speedy interment of tho dead and the con- 
of funerals; for the supply of medical 
ny mnedicines; for house to house visi- 
ion; and otherwise at their discretion for 
preventing the spread of disease. The local 
Boards are to superintend atid seeto tho 
execution of such regulations. These reg- 
ujations may be applied to the whole or any 
part or parts of any municipality. Local 
«Boards are authorized to direct Jegal pro- 
ceedings for neglect of the regulations. The 
Provincial Board is given power to make 
investigation as to the causo of any contay. 
jous or other disease, 

‘2empowors Municipal Councils to 
i tal of District Boards and to 
ve r powers in the same, and pro- 
vides for their annual appointment.

Householders are 
required to give notice, within twenty-four 
hours, to the Local Board or Medical Health 
Officer, of the appearance of small-pox, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever,cholera or typhoid 
fever in thoir families or houscholds, and 
are forbidden to allow the reinoval of cloth- 
ing or other property from their houses, 
The removal of the sick without the con- 
sentof the Board or Medical Health Oft- 
cer is also forbidden. Physicians shall 
report casos of any of the diseases above 
mettioned to the local health authorities. 
The Local Boards shall use all possiblo 
care to prevont the spread of infection or 
contagion. Sick persons or those attend- 
ing on thém are not to mingle with the 
general public. Similar powers are given 
as to steamboats and public conveyances. 
Persons infected with or recovering from 
or haying been exposed to such diseuses, 
may be isolated. Those recovering and 
their nurses shall not lvave the promises 
without a certificate from the Medical 
Health Officer. Large powers are also 
given to the Boards for disinfecting pre- 
mises and conveyances and as to destroy- 
ing clothing, bedding,&c. Houses or rcoms

The Hazard Cash Railway. 

This morning Mr, F. J. H, Hazard, of 
this city, completed the erection of a line 
of cash railway at the store of Messrs. Brig- 
nall & Thompson. Although the cash ral- 
way is not a new idea, the mechanism used 
by Mr. Hazard is new as applied to these 
railways. Mr. Hazardis the inventor of 
the system he uses, and this is the first line 
hohas erected. The track consists of a 
flat surface slightly inclined to the direc: 
tion in which the cash is to be sont. Along 
the centre of this surface is a deep groove 
running its entire length. Instead 


of the ball commonly used, Mr. Haz- 
ard uses a cylindér about two 
inches in diameter. ~ The cylinder has 


a flange around its centre which runs in 
the groove of the track, and thus it is kept 
in place. The contrivance for elevating 
the cylinder to the return track is very 
simple aud ahoad of anything we haye yot 
seen. The inside of the cylinder is so ar- 
ranged that coin placed within it will re- 
main in the centre and thus form no ob 
struction to the rolling Of the cylinder.

When the six thousand people in the Brook- 
lyn tabernacle rise to begin the service by sing. 
ing first tlie'Gloria in Excelsis,” and afterward, 
the tune beiug changediby a f6W notes of the or- 
gan, singing the long metre doxology to the tune 

of *Old Hundred,” the scone jg one never to be 
forgotten.

Wher 
the founders of a city are’ criminal exiles, the 
filth, the vico, thoyprisous ‘are the shadows of 
those foundéns, It will take centuries for New

But 
if you will stand atthe corner of the street 
and watch the countenance. of those who 
me by you will see in inost iustances there 
ia an intimation that thoy Ore onan errand 


whicli thust be exocuted at the earlicat moment 
possible, So you are jostled hither and thither 
by business men, Up this ladder with a hod of 
brick, out of thie bank with a roll of bills, dig- 
ging. cellar, shingling a roof, binding a book, 
mending a wateb, worl, with its thousand arms, 
goose on winging its wong, * Work! work! work!” 
while the dramas of the mull beat it and the 
steam- whistles fife it. In the carpeted aisles of 
the forest, in the wvods from which the eternal 
shadow Is never lifted, on the shore of the sea 
over whose iron coast toases the tangled foam, 
sprinkling the cracked cliffs witha haptisin of 
whirlwind and tempost, is the best place to 
atudy God; butin the rushing, swarming, rav- 
idg’ street is the best placo to study man, 

Going down to your place of business and 
cowing home again I charge you look about. Sve 
these sigaa of poverty, of wrétchedness, of sin, 
of beréavement; and, as you’ go through the 
streets and come back through the ‘streets, 
gather up in the aris of your prayer all the sor: 
row, all the losses, all the sufferings, all the 
bereavements of those whom you pass, and pre- 
beut them in prayer beforean all-sympathetic 
God. In the great day of eternity there will be 
thousands of persons with whom you in this 
world never exchanged one word, ah Will rise 
up and call you blessed; and there will boa 
thousand fingers pointed at you in heaven, say- 
ing : “That is the tnan, that is the woman who 
helped me when [ was hungry and sick and 
wandering and lost dod» heart-broken ; that is 
the man, that js the woman.” And tho 
ing willcome down upon you as Christ shall 
say : ‘'I was hungry and ye fed me; I was nak- 
ed and ye clothed me; [ was sick and in prison 
and ye visited ‘me; masmiuch as ye did it to 
thicee poor wails of the streets ye did it to me.” 

Again, in all these citios 1 am impressed with 
the fact that all classes and conditions of society 
must commingle. We sometimes cultaro a wick- 
ed exelusiveness. Tntollect despises ignorance ; 
refinement will have nothing todo with boorish- 
néss ; gloves hate the suu-burned haad, and the 
high forebead despises. the fathoad, and the 
trim hedge-row will have nothing w do with the 
wild copse-wood, and the Athens bates Naza- 
reth, This ought not so tobe. I liko the 
Democratic principle of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, which recognizes the tact tuat we stand 
DEIOFO Cut wu wire wut the ame platform, Do 
not take on any airs. Wlatevor posltivn you 
have gained in society youare nothing but a 
man, born of the atone ~parenut, regenerated by 
the same spirit, cleansed in the sane blood, to 
lio down in the same dust, to get up in the same 
resurrection. It is-high time that we all ac- 
kn wledged not only the Fatherhood of God, 
but the brotherhood of man,

Mr, O'Flynn had voted for the reduction 
of the Warden’s salary from $400 to $200, 
but as tho matter of the year has turned 
out thought ita great hardship that the 
Warden bear all the expenses of the pro- 
test suit, It would be no great hardship 


} for this Council to grant the Warden an 


oxtra $200 for this year only. 

Mr. Kavanagh said a large part of tho 
Council were ready to help the Warden from 
their private funds, aud they thereby ac- 
knowledge that he ought to be supported, 

, aud he tiougt if as individuals they were 
| willing to assist him, they should be will- 
| ing to oxsist him ws a body, 

Mr. Hurley referred to the manner in 
which the Treasurer's salary had been in- 
| creased and how the increase had been 
dated buck so as to cover the previous 
year. 

Mr. Robinson sympathized with the War- 
den, and would subscribo out of his own 
funds towards payinig costs, but he did not 
favor the use of the public money for such 
an object. 

Mr. Clare thought that the Council 
would not have recommended a course of 
law.
